Thus, in'an aldermonio 
district containing 10,000 voters, no vote 
for alderman would be received except 
for a candidate who had received, at tuo 
time ot registration, at least uno thousand 
votes in favor of his being placed oa She 
list of candidates.

Many objections, no doubt, will bo 


found to sacli apian. It will be- said that 
it, to some extent, removes the secrecy oC 
the- ballot, by requiring voters pnblioly 
to disclose their preferences. Mauy voters 
would dislike to openly eipiess their 
choice where several of 
their friends 


wished to be candidates. 
The present 


system allows them to play the hypou-ite, 
aud profess that they are supporting nitu 
whom they reall> oppose. 
Mr. field's 


method would bring them to buok, or 
compel them to forego voting. It would 
bj decidedly bad fjr political trailers, aed 
19 therefore likely to be unpopular. 
It 


might also be praoticRlly nullified by 
means similar to those now employed to 
nullify tho purpose iutendud by 
the 


framers o[ the constitution when they 
provided for tho choice ot president 
ot tho United States by the electoral 
colleges. 
Parties could still make their 


nominations ae at present in caucuses or 
conventions and hold every loyal mem- 
ber of tb.3 party bjund to express his 
preference for the nominee when ho reg- 
istered. This would doubtless be done 
and therefor Mr. Field's plan seems to 
be an impracticable one. 
But the,evil 


he complains of is a real one, which calls 
loudly for a remedy, and if, by starting 
a discussion of the subject, Ins sugges- 
tions should lead to the pres9ntation of 
somo more effective method of. securing 
ths nomination of good aud capable men. 
fcr ollloo, ho will have rendered the pub- 
lio a valuable service. One of tbe parties 
in a congressional district of Kentucky a 
few weeks ago held'what was called n 
a primary election to choose, a delegate 
for congress. The polls wero opened 
under tho charge of the party committee 
with tho usual formalities of a regular 
election; they were kept open from morn- 
ing till night, and every known membrr 
of tho party, but no others, allowed to 
vote.

Fonuerly, in Holland, tbo 
greatest punishment which existed for offend' 
ing soldiers was to givi> them unsalted bread. 
At tor a ftsw monMis of this rep'mon the culprits 
almost invariably died. In Saxony, at tho 
end of tin; last century, a terrible epidemic 
reignod soluly through tho wnnt of salt. Thti 
Dutx;h savant fmthfirmoro assures us that salt 
is an infallible euro for consumption ajid 
cholera. 
(The Russian peasanLs once saved 


themselves from a plague by jmtting salt in 
their milk.) He estimates that the quantity 
of salt whit-Ii every ndulr in ordinrjy health 
should eoijstimo diul}' is two-thirds of an 
ounce. In conclusion, he asserts that if tbo 
world would only take to salt., centenarians 
would become almost ns comniO!) ;is ne'.v boi*u 
babes.—Chicago Times,
